This being the first day of the Third Session of the First Legis- 
lature of the Province of Alberta for the Despatch of Business pursuant 
to a Proclamation of His Honour George Hedley Vicars Bulyea, 
Lieutenant Governor, dated December 9th, 1907, and the House 
having met His Honour entered the House and having taken his 
seat on the Throne was pleased to open the Session by the following 
gracious Speech: 


Mr SPEAKER AND GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


I have much pleasure in welcoming you to the Third Session of 
the First Legislature of the Province of Alberta. 

For the degree of material prosperity which has marked the 
progress of this Province in a year of great stress and storm over 
the whole civilized world, and for our exemption from the more 
severe feature of the crisis, our thanks are due to Divine Provi- 
dence. . 

An extraordinarily severe winter followed by a somewhat in- 
clement summer foreshadowed widespread distress, but the beautiful 
weather of the autumn months, I have learned with pleasure, pre- 
vented to a very large extent such a calamity. 

As loyal Canadians you will have observed with pride that 
during the financial disturbance which has spread disaster through 
the world, while there has been a shortage of capital, both in Alberta 
and in the more populous portions of the Dominion, yet the soundness 
of the financial institutions of the country has once more been proved 
and the forward flow of the trade and commerce of the Dominion 
has gone on almost unchecked. 

My Ministers have taken part during the recess in two con- 
ferences, the one imperial and the other international, on education 
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and taxation, which I have no doubt will have an important influence 
in the administration of those branches of the public service. 


Royal commissions have been engaged during the year in the 
examination of the conditions of the two most important branches 
of trade and commerce in the province. The agricultural interests 
of the province, which are at present supreme and are likely for 
years to remain so, are deeply involved in the conditions under 
which meat is marketed, and by the appointment of a commission 
to examine into these conditions I have endeavoured to arrive at 
the precise knowledge which is the first postulate of amelioration. 


The vast coal fields, which after the wheat fields, appear at 
present to be the largest asset with which Providence has endowed 
Alberta, have also received the attention of a commission with 
important results. 

The report of both these commissions will be laid on the table 
of the House for your consideration. 

The national wealth of the province, assisted by the flow of 
immigration and capital, which continues in spite of the temporary 
checks imposed by exceptional weather and monetary conditions, 
will I have no doubt develop in the course of longer or shorter period 
important manufacturing interests, and my Ministers have thought 
it advisable at the outset of this development to take advantage to 
the best of their ability of the experience of older States by imposing 
on that industrial development healthy conditions while it is still 
in its infancy. 

A Bill will be submitted for your consideration providing for 
the regulation of the conditions of labour as regards compensation 
to workmen in case of accidents. I believe that by thus providing 
on an assured basis for the future the relations between capital 
and labour in this province will be rendered more cordial from the 
outset. 

It has been admitted in several of the most industrially advanced 
of the countries of Europe that the conditions under which the 
mining industry is carried on render it peculiarly necessary in the 
interests of all concerned to impose some limit on the hours of labour 
in this occupation. A Bill has, therefore, been prepared by my 
Ministers imposing regulations in this respect, which I believe will 
have a happy effect on this the most promising of our infant 
industries. 

An Act will be submitted for your consideration dealing with 
the establishment of a Government drainage system in the province 
and providing for the expense incident to important and necessary 
works of this description being assessed against the property 
benefitted. 

The province has great cause for thankfulness that neither 
crime nor destitution fills an important part of the social outlook 
at present, but from neither can we hope to be altogether and always 
exempt. You will be asked to make financial provision for the 
establishment of an Industrial school for the better care and instruc- 
tion of a class of boys whose circumstances and character call for 
special treatment. 
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Your approval will be asked for a number of Bills which ex- 
perience has shown are necessary for the better administration of 
the affairs of the province as well as for a number of amendments 
to the Ordinances of the North-West Territories and Statutes of 
the province. 

The Public Accounts and Estimates will be laid before you 
at an early date. 


Mr. SPEAKER AND GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


I feel every assurance that these and other measures to be 
brought to your attention will receive the most careful consideration 
and that the same will result in the advancement under God of the 
welfare and prosperity of the province.

‘We desire to express our respectful regret that more particular 
and adequate reference has not been made to matters of great public 
interest alluded to in the Speech from the Throne and that other 
matters of grave public concern have been altogether overlooked 
therein. 

“We greatly deplore the financial stringency which is alluded 
to in your Honour’s gracious Speech and which has occasioned great 
loss and inconvenience to the people of this province. 

‘We deeply regret the lack of ordinary business care, prudence 
and foresight on the part of your Honour’s advisers, especially their 
recklessness and extravagance in the distribution and expenditure 
of the public money and in the appointments and qualifications 
to office of servants of the Government. 

“We sincerely regret that your Honour’s advisers have had to 
resort to. direct taxation of the lands of the province which unduly 
oppresses many of the citizens of the province and that your Honour’s 
Speech has made no reference to any measure towards taking steps 
to prevail on the Government of the Dominion of Canada to transfer 
to this province lands, timber, mines, and minerals and other assets 
retained by the Dominion of Canada and generally known as the 
public domain to which this province is rightly entitled, the depri- 
vation of which has caused a great injustice to the people and imposes 
on us a status inferior to that of the other provinces of Canada. 
We believe that the transfer of the public domain would for all 
time relieve the province of direct taxation and insure a revenue 
sufficient for all needs of the province. 

“We also regret that no reference has been made to the subject 
of prohibition or lessening the evils of intemperance.

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“Tt is regrettable also that no mention is made of an attempt to 
purchase the assets of the Bell Telephone system, as the existence 
of a dual system of telephone is not only unnecessary but wasteful 
and will cause needless expenditure by the Government and ex- 
orbitant rates to the users of that utility.”

Did any official or member of the Royal North-West 
Mounted Police suggest, advise or apply to the Government for 
authority to employ a detective to trace the said Walker? Was 
such a detective employed; and if not, why not?

Q.—9. When was the Government or any Member thereof first 
advised of the defalcations of the said Walker? 

A.—As previously stated neither the Government nor any 
Member of it has ever been so advised.

The Legislative Assembly of the Province of Alberta in Session 
assembled approach Your Honour at the close of our labours with 
sentiments of unfeigned loyalty and humbly beg to present for Your 
Honour’s acceptance a Bill intituled “An Act for Granting to His 
Majesty certain sums of money for the Civil Service for the Financial 
year ending the Thirty-first day of December, 1908, and for a portion 
of 1909, and for other purposes relating thereto,” thus placing at the 
disposal of His Majesty the means by which the Government can be 
made efficient for the service and welfare of the Province of Alberta. 


To this Bill the Royal Assent was announced by the Clerk of the 
Legislative Assembly in the following words: 

“His Honour the Lieutenant Governor doth thank His Majesty’s 
dutiful and loyal subjects, accepts their benevolence and assents to 
this Bill in His Majesty’s name.” 


His Honour was then pleased to deliver the following Speech: 


Mr. SPEAKER AND GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF 
ALBERTA: 

I have much pleasure in thanking you at the close of this the 
Third Session of the First Legislature of Alberta for the attention 
you have given your labours and for the result of those labours in 
the legislation to which I have just given my assent. 

I do not hesitate to say that I believe that that legislation has 
been conceived in the best interests of the Province as a whole. 

The labours of the Royal Commission to inquire into the condi- 
tions of coal mining have resulted in the Miners’ Right Hours Act 
which has settled by legal enactment in a manner which will, I believe, 
be conducive to the best interests of both sides,a question which might, 
if left to the play of opposing industrial forces, have been a cause 
of friction. They have also brought about valuable and important 
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amendments of The Coal Mines Act which will be welcomed by those 
interested. 

The development of a system of good roads, which is of so much 
importance to the opening up of the country and the welfare of its 
inhabitants, will be facilitated by The Drainage Act which enables 
the expense of draining areas of marsh land to be assessed on the 
property immediately benefited. 

You have in The Workmen’s Compensation Act provided legisla- 
tion which will safeguard workmen in the execution of dangerous 
tasks while protecting employers against vexatious litigation. The 
interests of farmers have received special attention in this regard. 

The process of simplification of the laws of the Province has beeu 
steadily proceeded with by the conversion of a large number of 
Ordinances of the North West Territories into Statutes of the Province 
with such improvements as experience has shown to be advisable. 

The cratifying material condition of the Province has been proved 
by the reports you have received from various branches of the 
Administration and by the financial statement of the Honourable 
the Provincial Treasurer and I have to congratulate you thereon and 
to thank you for the provision you have made for the Public Service 
for the -year.: : | | 

In discharging you from further attendance I wish to assure you 
of my hopes for the health’ and welfare of you all.
